It was one of the most baffling fires 
that ever occurred in this city. With 
no entrance to the basement that could 
be used to any advantage, the fremen 
were obliged to break through the floor 
and the glass-covered sidewalk. From 
these apertures issued volumes of 
smoke and gas so es to almost stifie 
those who stood near. . 

The Chief was the first man to brave 
the “Infernal regions,” but a few sec- 
o-wds after he disappeared through tha 
smal! hole he poked his head up gasp- 
ing for breath and almost fainting.

After the blaze wes extinguished the 
large basement that runs from Spring | 
to Main street was a dreary and dis- cH 
couraging-looking scene. The flames _ 
damaged about $10@ worth of property a 
and the water swelled the loss to $5000. 
The loss Is fully covered by insurance. 

The fire was detected a few minutes 
before 3 o'clock, when amoke was seen 
issuing from the air vents above the 
inner edge ot the sidewalk. It is sup- 
posed that wires in the candy- 
room, which is a large space under 
and running’ back from the sidewalk, 
were responsible for the blase. 

Four engines responded, but it was 
five minutes before the water could be 
used effectively, owing to the inclosed 
nature of the basement. One hose was 
run through from the rear down a 
stairway, nearly one hundred feet from 
the fire, but the smoke was so dene 
that the firemen could work to scarcely
